mination. "If Israel makes a posi- 
tive change in its policy, towards 
the occupied Arab lands and re- 
turns to the Palestinians their 
rights then there is a chance to 
review our (bilateral) relations," 
Raif Dizdarevic told the United 
Arab Emirates A1 Ittihad news- 
paper. The minister, speaking 
from the .United Nations, said he 
refused to discuss the issue of 
resuming ties iu a meeting last 
week at the U.N. with Israeli 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres. 

Israeli broadcasting 
off the air 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli radio 
and television went off the air on 
Wednesday when broadcast jour- 
nalists began an indefinite strike 
over wages and work conditions. 
The blackout, which did not 
affect armed forces radio and 
educational television, came at 
the start of Israel’s seven-day 
Sukkot festival, when special en- 
tertainment shows are broadcast. 
The broadcasters want a 20 per 
cent pay rise similar to an in- 
crease recently paid to prim jour- 
nalists, but management says the 
workers are bound by a public 
sector wage freeze imposed under 
the Israeli government's econo- 
mic recovery programme.

OCCUPIED GAZA (Agencies) 
— An Israeli security agent and 
four Palestinians were killed in 
heavy gunbattle on Tuesday in 
the occupied Gaza Strip. 

According to an Israeli army 
statement, the gunbattle took 
place at 9.30 p.m. on Tuesday 
near Gaza City about two 
kilometres south of the entrance 
to the Gaza Strip. 

The fighting lasted only a few 
minutes. 

The army statement said two of 
the Palestinians were among a 
group of prisoners who escaped 
from Gaza prison last May. The 
squad belonged to the Islamic 
Jinad (holy war), a fundamental- 
ist group which Israeli authorities 
link to the Fateh movement. 

The army imposed a curfew on 
the Shezanye Quarter, a suburb 
of Gaza City wnere the shootout 
took Mace, and on the area where 
the Palestinians allegedly had 
their hiding place, the army and 
the Itim newsagency reported. It 
also barred fishermen from leav- 
ing Gaza port. 

Israel’s southern commander. 
General Yitzhak Mordechai, told 


when Israeli soldiers slopped his 
car at the Shezariye road junction 
in Gaza City. 

“Soldiers immediately attacked 
the car and killed" three of the 
Arabs in that car, Gen. Mop- 
deebai said.

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AMMAN (J.T.) : — Jordan is in 
need of an additional 844 nurses 
at present, and will be in need of 
many more from now mi til the 
year 2,000, according to the find- 
ings of a Special Health Minis try 
committee charged with assessing 
Jordan's need for nurses. 

The committee, which met 
Wednesday, said m a statement 
that it had worked out a plan for 
covering the national need for 
nurses and recommended that at 
least 370 nurses be turned out

AMMAN (J.T.) — Minister of

Turkey said it would purchase a 
minimum of 150,000 tonnes of 
Jordanian phosphate during 
1987, and would increase its im- 
ports of Jordan’s potash, phar- 
maceutical products, and drip 
irrigation equipment. 

The talks were conducted by 
Turkish Minister of Trade ana 
Commerce Cahit Aral, who said 
that he would encourage private 
Turkish companies and import 
agencies to increase their imports 
from Jordan. Following the talks 
here, the two sides are expected 
to sign the minutes of their deli- 
berations.

Crown Prince urges housing plan 
based on social development 
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AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
said on Wednesday that the hous- 
ing strategy in Jordan should, in 
the future, be based on the princi- 
ple of promoting sodal develop- 
ment in the Kingdom. 

Addressing a meeting at the 
Housing Corporation to discuss 
integrated policies on housing in 
Jordan, Prince Hassan said that 
the planners of these projects 
should take into consideration 
the districts where the housing 
will be set up and the population 
it will serve. The future housing 
projects should provide for diffe- 
rent social, health and education- 
al activities, as well as serving as 
homes. For this reason, careful 
planning is required to ensure a 
successful scheme, the Crown 
Prince said. 

He stressed that housing pro- 
jects should be built in such a way 
that they have a balanced rela- 
tionship with the different orga- 
nisations and economic and social 
activities that originally exist. In 
addition, they should have basic 
infrastructure and services, and 
employ essentially local raw and 
primary material. 

During the meeting, agreement 
was reached on holding a special 
symposium during which a plan 
will be created for a Jordanian 
housing strategy. 

The meeting was attended by 
the president of the Royal Scien- 
tific Society (RSS), Dr. Jawad A1 
Anani, the secretary-general of 
the Ministry of Planning, Dr. 
Ziyad Fariz, the director-general 
of the Housing Corporation, Mr.

The Housing Bank, which fi- 
nances most housing projects in 
the country, said Tuesday that 
Jordan will need to build over 
430, 000 housing units during the 
coming two decades. Housing Bank 
Deputy General Manager Bassara 
Atari said in a lecture that nearly 
85 per cent of the units, or about 
300,000, will be needed for low- 
income families. Mr. Atari ex- 


pects JD 2.9 billion to be invested 
in housing projects over the com- 
ing 20 years to meet the needs of 
the growing population. 

Last month, a newly-formed 
national committee charged with 
organising activities and celebra- 
tions for the Arab Housing Day 
held several meetings to discuss 
developing an informational plan 
for housing that would involve 
various sectors. The plan would 
focus on the need to handle all 
housing issues by considering the 
human element, as well as finan- 
cial and land matters. 

The committee announced that 
several housing projects will be 
inaugurated in the country on 
Oct. 15, marking the Arab Hi 
ing Day.

of the ABM treaty,” Mr. Gor- 
bachev said. 

Mr. Gorbachev did not refer to 
the main stumbling block in fu- 
ture negotiations. Mr. Reagan’s 
strategic arms initiative (SDI), 
which Moscow has said roust be 
scrapped before there can be any 
deaf on strategic missiles. 

Foreign analysts said the omis- 
sion was a further indication that 
Moscow is prepared to take a 
more flexible line on SDI, follow- 
ing advances in the same field by 
Soviet scientists. 

Mr. Gorbachev went on to 
express hopes for progress on 
banning nuclear weapon testing 
and sowing the problem of troop 
frnbalahces’in Europe. 

.“Given the will, the balances 
and disbalances can be soon 
sorted out. We should be able to 
determine who has more of what 
and to start evening out levels," 
he said. 

The Pentagon said Tuesday the 
Soviet Union had again rejected a 
suggestion that its defence minis- 
ter travel to Washington for 
meetings with Defence Secretary 


Caspar" Weinberger. 

Mr. Weinberger, hoping to 
break a deadlock over arrange- 
ments for such a session, has now 
suggested consultations with 
Soviet Defence Minister Dmitri 
Yazov be held in New York City 
next week. Defence Department 
spokesman Fred Hoffman added. 

Hoffman said Mr. Weinberger 
made the suggestion in a letter to 
Mr. Yazov on Monday but no 
reply has been received. 

In another field of superpower 
issues, Soviet officials are sche- 
duled to visit a U.S. chemical 
weapons destruction facility next 
month as part of an effort to build 
confidence. 

U.S. State Department spokes- 
man Charles Redman, who 
announced on Tuesday the visit 
to the Tooele, Utah, plant would 
take place Nov. 19-20, noted that 
Moscow had refused a previous 
inspection tour in 1983. 

He apparently sought to coun- 
ter the publicity generated last 
weekencfwhen the Soviet Union 
opened its top-secret chemical 
warfare centre at Shikhany to 
foreign disarmament, negotiators, 


Special WHO committee decides to 
assist Arabs living under occupation 

and drug stores without doctors’ 


BAGHDAD (Petra) — An East- 
ern Mediterranean committee 
formed by the World Health 
Organisation (WHO), which held 
meetings in Baghdad in the past 
week, decided on a number of 
measures to improve health con- 
ditions in .the Arab region, 
according to Minister of Health 
Zaid Hamzeh, who led Jordan's 
delegation to the committee 
meetings. 

He said that the committee has 
decided to offer health assistance 
to the Arab population under 
Israeli rule and to the Lebanese 
people. The committee also re- 
commended that no antibiotic 
drugs be dispensed by pharmacies 


prescriptions. In addition, it sug- 
gested that Arab states should 
observe April 7 as a non-smoking 
day. 

The minister said that Jordan is 
among the foremost countries in 
the Eastern Mediterranean re- 
gion which -has succeeded in 
□early eradicating measles. The 
measles issue and combating di- 
arrhoea and other children's dis- 
eases were among the subjects 
discussed by the committee mem- 
bers, Dr. Hamzeh said. 

United Nations Children Fund 
(UNICEF) Regional Director 
Richard Reid last week said that 
measles is almost eradicated in 


Jordan, Oman and Turkey. Mr. 
Reid, in earlier interviews with 
the Jordan Times, said that UN- 
ICEF does not feel that a massive 
nation-wide campaign is neces- 
sary in Jordan since the health 
services here are excellent and 
well organised. 

According to Dr. Hamzeh, the 
committee members discussed 
promoting primary health care 
and held seminars on the subject 
during the conference. The com- 
mittee includes representatives 
from 18 Arab countries and five 
African nations, and is super- 
vised and sponsored by the 
WHO. 


Artist Yousef Husseiny moves beyond 
stereotypes , paints bedouin with dignity

AMMAN — At the British 
Council this week is a small ex- 
hibition of the latest work of 
Jordanian artist Yousef Hus- 
seiny. With over 15 years of 
painting experience and nine solo 
exhibitions to his credit, Husseiny 
is now an established artist whose 
work is instantly recognisable. 

Husseiny adopted his distinc- 
tive style early in his career, and 
by the time of his exhibition at 
the Goethe Institute in Novem- 
ber 1980, he had honed down this 
technique, which involved using a 
mixture of acrylic with gouaoie 
applied in large brushstrokes, to 
create dynamic, rushing ab- 
stracts. Painted in dark, transpa- 
rent tones, their only feature was, 
as often as not, a tiny tree or a 
diminutive figure set off to one 
side. 

Working full-time as a member 
of the Public Relations staff in the 
Desip Section of the Royal 
Jordanian airline inevitably 
means that Husseiny's output ana 
artistic development is slow; so, 
bis work, as seen in this present 
exhibition, especially in pieces 
like “Touches and “Dunes,” has 
altered little over the years. 

There are, however, some 
changes and one of these is the 
greater incorporation of the fi- 
gure. A talented draughtsman 
Husseiny captures the features of 
the Jordanian bedouin with skill 
and perception. He manages to 
imbibe tneir weather-beaten 
faces with a dipity that does not 
lapse, as does the work of so 
many other artists when painting 



“Heights," carry 19th century 
overtones which work to drama- 
tise and give more depth to the 
image. 

One comes away from the ex- 
hibition with mixed feelings. On 
one level, the paintings please 
while, on another level, they are 
slightly frustrating; for, you feel 
diat an artist of Husseiny's calibre, 
is capable of much more deeply 
satisfying and sipificant work. 
Hopefully, one day when he has 
more time, this wul be the case.

MUCH commentary has been devoted to the subject of 
employment, or rather unemployment, in Jordan over the last 
few months. What has drawn special attention from Jorda- 
nians are the advertisements for employment published in daily 
newspapers here, some of which have reached the point of 
absurdity, and sene to underline the urgent need for state 
action to remedy the unemployment situation. A particularly 
distressing example of these advertisements is one published in 
the Arabic daily, Al Ra’i, in its Oct. 5 edition, where the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Development advertised a job 
opening at Abu Khalaf grocery' store for a labourer to clean the 
shop. The conditions of employment, as mentioned in the 
advertisement, were so abhorrent to every civilised norm that 
one is compelled to refer to them, in order to drive home the 
slavery-like conditions under which some labourers are re- 
quired to work. These conditions include a salary of a mere JD 
40 per month and work hours from 6 a.m. till 10 p.m. And, to 
add insult to injury, the applicant was requested to submit 
certificates of experience. One might tolerate such a grossly 
unfair offer had it come directly from the proprietor, without 
the involvement of the government. By including the name of 
the ministry in an employment advertisement such as this, the 
government becomes an unwitting accessory to unjust treat- 
ment of employees, whether they are Jordanian nationals or 
otherwise. One would have thought that the bureaucracy 
would refrain from involvement in such practices, unless they 
meet the minimum standards that onr treaty obligations 
require of us. This Is without mentioning the prerequisites of 
fair play and decency. 

Fortunately, such incidents bring to the fore the need to 
formulate additional laws in Jordan to safeguard labourers 
from slavery -like conditions. The first priority of such national 
legislation should be the incorporation of a " minim um wage* 1 
concept into our labour laws and regulations. It is clearly 
recognised that we are currently encountering an unemploy- 
ment problem: we must draw attention to the need to protect 
labourers and employees from the abuses often associated with 
conditions of unemployment, in other words, this is the time 
when labourers need' our protection from the whims of 
employers who, sometimes exploit economic difficulties to 
demand unfair requirements from workers. It will be recalled 
that the International Labour Organisation (ILO) was estab- 
lished in order to redress the unfair treatment of employees and 
to free them from the dictates of market circumstances 
controlled by the interaction of supply and demand. Jordan 
already has a commendable record in meeting the require- 
ments of various international legislations on work conditions; 
and it is only natural that we expect our concerned authorities 
to rectify the existing aberrations in our present labour laws 
and regulations. May we then expect our newspapers to 
advertise only humane working conditions and our concerned 
authorities to refrain from consenting to such publicised 
injustice?

CAIRO — After six years in 
charge of the largest Arab coun- 
try and with another six in hand. 
President Hosni Mubarak instill 
trying to ignite the spark of en-. 
thusiasm among Egyptians. 

“We like him and we respect 
him,” said a veteran Cairo news- 
paperman. “But people see him 


paperman. “But people see mm 
as unexciting and dull." 

Mubarak has cooled the poli- 
tical temperature in a volatile 
country that has seen one presi- 


dent assassinated and fought 
three wars since a 1952 revolution 



toppled the monarchy. 

And it is this role, as a force for 
what the government-owned 
press dubs "security and stabil- 
ity,” that won him a second six- 
year term, until 1993, following a 
referendum on Monday. 

But the problem is apathy. 
Mubarak himself on Sunday 
urged voters above all to turn 
out, even if they voted against 
giving him a second term. The 
government machine has been 
trying to whip up pro-Mubarak 
fervour. 

Chunky and stolid. Mubarak at 
59 sometimes looks as though be 
bas had enough of politics. 

He won prominence as air 
force chief in the October 1973 
Sinai battles with Israel which led

produce more, have fewer babies 
— as his recipe for Egypt's econo- 
mic health. 

He has held back from radical 
economic reforms and, backed by 
the United States and European 


Community countries, won Inter-

peace treaty. 

Named vice-president by Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat, be was thrust 
into the top job when Muslim 
zealots in toe army shot Sadat 
dead during an anniversary para- 
de on October 6, 1981. 

On the -eve of the referen- 
dum, Mubarak hinted that he had 
■considered bowing out after one 
term. 

“I have, in recent days, passed 
the most difficult test ... out in 
the end I had no choice but to 
agree to the will of the people," 
he said in a televised speech. 

A reluctant politician, he never 
wears military uniform, stressing 
the civilian nature of Egypt's gov- 
ernment rather than its military 
underpinning. 

Mubarak's style of government 
is consensual and his trademark is 
caution. 

After nearly three decades of 


standby help for Egypt's debt- 
laden economy on exceptionally 
lenient terms. 

Armed with last May's IMF 
deal, Egypt is now negotiating 
rescheduling deals with western 
creditor governments. 

“It amounts to a political res- 
cheduling,” said a Western di- 
plomat. 

The West, aware of Egypt’s 
strategic Middle East role con- 
trolling the Suez Canal, does not 
want to force Mubarak into radic- 
al steps, such as sharply biking 
prices of basic goods, that could 
spark unrest, lie himself bas 
vowed not to take action that 
would harm the masses. 

Apart from being backed by 
Western governments, Mubarak 
has gradually improved ties with 
Moscow ami with most Arab

But, 
ui return for such minimal secur- 
ity. they are obliged to officially 
renounce any claim to ancestral 
lands. 

Having migrated to the Negev 
in Byzantine times, the Bedouin 
were given free rein by a succes- 
sion of rulers — Arabs, Ottoman 


In 1948, during the fighting 
tat led to tiie establishment or 


that led to the establishment of 
Israel, four fifths of the 95,000 
Bedouin in the Negev either fled 
or were expelled by Jewish forces 
into Jordan and Egypt. The new 
Israeli government moved most 
of the 11,000 Bedouin who re- 
mained in the Negev away from 
their often fertile farmlands and 
into a drought-prone reservation 
east of BeersheW In Beersheba 
•itself. Bedouin homes were bull- 
dozed. The town's large mosque 
was converted into a museum: its 
smaller one became a cafe. 


Meanwhile, Israel, using lega- 
listic devices familiar m the 
Galilee and now in the occupied 
territories, has proceeded to con- 
fiscate 90 per cent of the area the 
Bedouin contest. Territories near 
Gaza from which the Bedouin 
had been forcibly expelled in 
1951 were seized on the basis of a 
1953 law that permitted the state 
to claim any land that was not in 
the possession- of its owner in 
1952. To bypass a law that recog- 
nises ownership of land if a settle- 
ment does not move for ten 
years, the Green. Patrol has 
charged into a camp rite, killed a 
few dogs and frightened the set- 
tlement elder into moving his tent 
by a few hundred metres.

“We are willing to settle for 
■half the -territories we owned,” 
says Nyri Al Uqbi, chairman of 
an association founded In 1979 to 
defend the Negev Bedouin.

What the Bedouin seek is the

To tbis day, the Bedouin still 
lay claim to a third of the Negev; 
territory tbat they have used for 
generations. Falling back on 
whatever evidence they can mus- 
ter (British aerial photographs 
and maps, as well as some deeds), 
they have filed over 3,000 land 
claims against the state of Israel.

In 1979-80, when Israel moved 
its airfields and training grounds 
from the Sinai to the Negev fol- 
lowing the Camp David agree- 
ment, a further huge area (82,000 
dunums) of Bedouin land was 
requisitioned. The Bedouin were 
given one-tenth of tbe compensa- 
tion tbat Jewish settlers in tbe 
Sinai received, and a law was 
passed forbidding Israeli courts 
from hearing any appeals from 
the Bedouin. Later, some of this 
land — instead of being used for 
military purposes — was passed 
on to various kibbutzim.-. 


Some 20,000 have already done 
so — in the hope of at least 
improving their living conditions. 
But apart from the opportunity to 
build a “legal” dwelling, condi- 
tions £n tbe townships are indeed 
grim. Founded fifteen years ago. 


Rabat — the largest of them, with 
a population of 16,000 — has still 


not even been provided with a 
sewage system. 

Most resented by tbe Bedouin, 
however, is the fact that the 
townships are structured in a 
manner that only seems to aggra- 
vate their dispossession. In keep- 


ing with Israels policy of sever- 
ing, wherever possible, Palesti- 
nian Arab connection with the 
land, no area for agricultural pur- 
poses has been allotted in the 


townships. Industry, an al'torna* 
tive, is also rail beyond the Be- 
douin’s reach- Government je* 
trictions prohibit tbe estaijfish- 
menr of any industry or business 
enterprise whatsqver m. the 
townships. Residents are thus 
forced into offering the mselves as 
landless, unskilled labourers to 
nearby Jewish towns and; settle- 
ments. - 

Bedouin anger, particularly 
among the youth, .is mquntme. 
But, scattered and poorly 
schooled (almost 50 per cent of 
those bom since 1948 when prim- 
ary education became compul- 
sory are, nevertheless, fllitetote), 
putting forth an effective protest 
movement seems, beyond their 
present condition. “Of course, 
we are angry.” says Nun Al 
Uqbi, “but we try to keep it 
under the surface because we are 
afraid to lose what little we have 
left" 

Zaif Templer, a recent Amer- 
ican inrmi gi ant and one of the 
handful of Israelis active in help- 
ing the Bedouin, is more explo- 
sive in his frustration. “South of* 
Tel Aviv and Jerusalem, there is 
no active, viable Jewish left And 
the government knows it can step 
on the Bedouin sector and they 
won’t organise to protest. Five 
thousand Bedouin on a hunger 
strike in front of the prime minis- 
ter's office is just not possible. 
They lean back with the blows.”

Taskforce says U.S. should test 
and encourage Soviet changes

WASHINGTON — The United 
States and its Western allies 
should simultaneously test and 
encourage the domestic and fore- 
ign policy changes put in motion 
by Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, a task force of scholars, 
corporate executives and former 
diplomats concludes. 

Inaction by the Western 
alliance could mean abdicating 
the international agenda to the 
Soviets and passing up an oppor- 
tunity to moderate Soviet power 
and end the arms race, the panel 
of experts said in a report made 
available Saturday. 

A crucial test for Moscow will 
be its willingness to match words 
with deeds by speedily withdraw- 
ing Soviet troops from Afghanis- 
tan and permitting Afghans to 
install the government of their 
choice, the report said. 

The United States, on the 
other hand, should be prepared 
to dismantle most restrictions on 
Soviet-American trade if the 
Kremlin shows solid progress on 


The report concludes that Gor- 
bachev’s agenda is too important 
to be ignored. 

“Such an attitude would put 
the West perpetually on the 
defensive, leaving Gorbachev to 


define the foreign policy agenda 
himself," the task force con-

While tiie Soviet Union re- 
mains “a dosed communist socie- 
ty,” the report said Gorbachev 
has undertaken the most far- 
reaching revamping of the Soviet 
system m 50 years and has chal- 
lenged a series of ingrained prac- 
tices that have stood unchal- 
lenged since the time of Soviet 
dictator Josef Stalm. 

“From arms control to emigra- 
tion, the- Soviet Union has begun 
to make> changes long advocated 
by tbe West,* it said. 

While it conducted that these 
changes are not merely cosmetic, 
it said far more has to be done 
and that the West should not only 
encourage tbe Soviets to move- 
more rapidly, it should test their 
intentions. 

One such key test, it said, is 
ending the Soviet intervention in 


the Soviet leadership that con-

Laurel impeachment

Commentator Amando Doro- 
niia wrote in tbe Manila Chroni- 
cle: “Such an alliance ... may 
serve as an alternative govern- 
ment in case (Aquino) is forced 
to step down legally by the press- 
ure of the current political crisis 
or is overthrown by a coup 
d’etat.”

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Most women in survey bemoan love life

NEW YORK — A sampling of 
women's attitudes on their rela- 
tionships with men by an author 
ofbest-sdling books on sexuality 
has iomfd that 84 per cent of 
women queried were “not satis- 
fied emotionally” with their mar- 
riages or romantic involvements. 

The sampling, by Shere Hite, 
also found that 83 per cent of 
' respondents did not believe that 
most men understand the basic 
issues involved in making inti- 
mate relationships work. 

The findings are contained in a 
923-page book,; "Women and 
Love that is to be published 
Oct 26. It is the third and fina l 

volume in a series begun by Mrs. 
Hite in 1976, when she published 
"The Hire Report: A Nationwide 
Study of Female Sexuality.” Her 
second book, “The Hfte Report 
on Male Sexuality,” was pub- 
lished in. 1981. 

Many fe minis ts bailed the ear- 
lier Hite reports as groundbreak- 
ing, but critics complained that 


her research techniques did not 
result in neewrate readings. 

The third in the series is a 
compilation of 4,500 responses 
from women, 14 to 85 years old, 
who voluntarily agreed to answer 
a long questionnaire about their 
relationships. In this way It is 
similar to Mrs. Hite's previous 
works. 

For “Women and Love,” Mrs. 
Hite mailed out more than 
100,000 questionnaires be ginning 
in 1980. To guarantee anonymity, 
which riie considered essential for 
obtaining frank responses, she 
seat the questionnaires to various 
groups around the country rather 
than to'indhnduals. 

These included, she said, 
church groups in 34 states, 
women's rights organisations in 
32 states aim counselling centres 
for women or families in 43 
states. 

Her results, she said in an 
interview, indicated that 
“Women are frustrated enough 
to want to make fundamental 
changes.” 


“Women feel they have 
changed in relationships, but the 
men nave not,” she added. 

According to Mrs. Hite, about 89 
per cent of separated or divorced 
women- who responded to the 
sampling said they were “lone- 
lier^ in their marriages than at 
any other time of their lives. 
And, when asked to describe 
their favourite ways to “waste 
time” or do something fun, 92 per 
cent of the women mentioned 
activities they do alone. 

Mrs. Hite said she was “shock- 
ed by the married women’s stor- 
ies” and by what she called “the 
condescension with which they 
live” on an everyday basis. More 
than half of the women in the 
sampling reported that men 
“often negate or make fun of the 
feelings they express,” putting 
them on the defensive. 

In response to other questions 
in the sampling, 78 per cent of the 
women said the men in their 
relationships treated them as 
equals “only sporadically,” and 
that they frequently had to fight 


for their rights and for respect. 

In addition, 76 per cent said 
they wanted to trust the man in 
their lives, but his behaviour 
made them wary. Yet many re- 
ported that when they sous 
reassurance from the man, u 
were put down for being “inse^

Brazil’s popular anti-populist 


There is a refreshing whiff of change in Brazil’s political circles as an 
unconventional rising star makes tumsclf and bis policies known. Ivo 
Dawnay compiles a profile : 


RIO DE JANEIRO — Can a 
man. who unashamedly wears 
snappy bloe blazers and Dfor ties 
be a ^erious presidential candi- 
date m a country where every 
millionaire normally strips to 
shirtsleeves for the hosting? 

This is a big talking point when 
Sao Paulo's political dinner par- 
ties switch the spotlight onto the 
city’s latest rising star — 
Gimherme Afif Domingos. 

Nobody believes Mr. Afif will 
put himself forward for the next 
presidential race to succeed Presi- 
dent Jose Samey, either next year 
or 1989; the city's mayorship is 
his first target. But the 43-year- 
okl deputy has a refreshing whiff 
of change with his expensive 
aftershave. 

Since r eaching Congress last 
November, almost everyfoing ab- 
out this Lebanese-Itauan insur- 
ance company baron — the 
grandson or a door-to-door sales- 
man — has appeared to be diffe- 
rent. He has fought and won a 
series of auctal battles, drafting 
clauses which firmly endorse pri- 
vate enterprise at the expense of 
a paterfamilias state. 

As secretary for agriculture in 
the Sao Paulo state government 
of Mr. Paulo MaJuf , Mr. Afif has 
already proved he can make 
friends both in farming and the 
favella shanty towns by organis- 
ing cut-rate wholesale markets 
wmch phased out middle-men. 
And, as president of a small 
business association, he won 
kudos for a fierce campaign of 
protest against rocketing interest 
rates. 

As long as a year ago, Mr. Afif 
attributed the roots of inflation to 
government profligacy. As this is 
now the growing consensus in 
Brazil — h forcedrurther govern- 
ment spending cuts recently — 
his other opinions have won a 
respectful audience. 

Although characterised by his 
left-wing opponents as a capitalist 
reactionary, Mr. Afifs views are 
extremely- radical to Brazilians. In 
his election manifesto, he prom- 
ised to -fight to “implode the 
□eo-feudal regime, where the 
state is the great lord, with his 
court of technocrats, bureaucrats 
'and beneficiaries and the Brazi- 
lian people his vassal.” 

To achieve this end, Mr. Afif 
advocates the 'end of all state 
subsidies and aid to pnblic com- 
panies, devolution of many feder- 
al powers to the municipalities, 
abolition of cartels, monopolies 
and protectionism, a floating cur- 
rency with no exchange controls 
and loans, negotiated m the free 
market without government su- 
pervision. 

So distrustful is he of the cor- 
rupting effects of bureaucratic 
power that he would allow work- 
era and employers to opt to 
negotiate pensions and even 


education and health program- 
mes among -themselves rather 
-than keep them as a state respon- 
sibility/ J . 

“The doctrine erf station that 
has dominated this country since 
1930 has shown itself absolutely 
incapable of resolving social 
problems,” he says. “It simply 
improves the conditions of those 
who manage the state at the 
expense of the taxpayer." 

But he also insists that his 
philosophy of “social liberalism” 
is not just carefully camouflaged 
laissez-faire. Free and local tor- 
gaining between worker and em- 
ployer, he claims, would produce 


a more genuinely reformist system 
in which the cake would be cut by 
those who produce it without the 
cream being scraped off by para- 
sites. 

President Jose Sarney’s popul- 
ist rhetoric is no different from 
-that of foe leftist-inclined Presi- 
dent Alan Garda of 'Pern, he 
claims. “Populism is Brazil’s 
tragedy, and with no real political 
parties we only have institutions 
inherited from colonial days — 
tiie state, the armed forces and 
the church.” 

Mr. Afif points out that world 
leaders from Thatcher to Gor- 
bachev, Gonzales to Cavaco Silva 
in Portugal, are all surfing on the 
wave oPTess government” while 
Brazil is drowning under ineffi- 
dent or corrupt bureaucracy. 

Essentially cautious, Brazilians 


like the concept of modernity but 
actually fear 'change. Furth- 
ermore, conservative vested in- 
terests, for whom Mr. Afifs ideas 
are not only subversive but likely 
to be ruinous, are deeply embed- 
ded. As. the country wallows in 
stagflation,; the antique national- 
ism of both socialist left and 
conservative right is looking less 
and less adequate to tackle issues. 

The fact that Mr. Afifs dream 
combines free enterprise, free un- 
ionism and an attack on the suffo- 
cating state could yet gain mass 
appeal in places such as Sao 
Paulo, where capital and labour 
are strong and organised. It will 
be less appealing, however, in the 
poor north-east, where only a 
government job provides security 
and stains — Financial Tunes 
feature. 
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Chileans turn desert into 
farmland ‘drop by drop’

PICA, Chile — Literally drop by 
drop, an experimental irrigation 
technique is turning the world’s 
driest desert into emerald-green 
farmland, producing grapefruit 
the size of bowling balls and a 
wide variety of other crops. 

Agricultural experts say the 
government-financial project has 
an enormous potential to create 
jobs and bring much-needed ex- 
port earnings to this indebted 
nation. 

The centre of the project is 
Esmeralda, a 2,500-acre ex- 
perimental farm near the town of 
Pica in die heart of the Atacama 
desert, 1,800 kilometres north of 
Santiago, the Chilean capital. 

Esmeralda is producing a varie- 
ty of fruits ana vegetables on a 
commercial scale, agronomist 
Jorge Olave, who has managed 
the farm for six years, said in an 
interview. 

Researchers at the farm have 
conquered the rainless climate 
through development of a techni- 
que known as “drip irrigation,” 
Olave said. 

“We use the little underground 
water available, and take it 
through plastic hoses to each tree 
or plant,” he said. 

A tour of the farm revealed a 
network of black plastic hoses 
covering the sandy ground, tak- 
ing the water to every plant and 
tree. Irrigation is done at fixed 
hours, with two small drippers” 
installed next to each plant, 
Olave said. 

The technique has been dub- 
bed in Spanish gota a goia — 
drop by drop. 

It requires a little more water 
than in conventional agricultural 
zones, Olave said, “but yielding 
is far superior here, partly thanks 
to more intense sun during longer 
hours in the day.” 

“For example, each 
tree produces about 
rammes, and we can plant up to 


fruit 


300 trees per hectare.” 

He showed huge grapefruits 
produced in the farm, weighing 
up to 600 grammes. 

Tomatoes are planted at an 
average of 50.000 plants per hec- 
tare with a yielding of 100 tonnes 
per hectare, almost twice as much 
as in the traditional tomato-pro- 
ducing zones in central Chile, he 
said. 

The Esmeralda plantations also 
displayed oranges, mangoes, 
lemons, asparagus, apples, 
peaches, ana avocados. Olave 
said other species have also been 
successfully tested, including 
kiwis, pears, watermelon, pep- 
pers and artichokes, and com- 
mercial production will start 
soon. 

“The main thing is that we 
have proved that this can be done 
almost everywhere in the desert,” 
Olave said. “In fact, the system is 
already successfully working at a 
number of small farms in this 
area.” 

A few miles away, the Matilla 
farm emerges as an isolated green 
spot in the middle of the grey 
desert. 

Olave said around 150,000 
acres in the desert have already 
been identified as suitable for 
transformation into high-yielding 
agricultural land. But the total 
area is “substantially larger," he 
said. 

Hugo Rossi, a Santiago-based 
agronomist working on the pro- 
ject, said the programme “is de- 
finitely considered to have an 
enormous economic potential, 
capable of importance in terms of 
production, jobs and invest- 
ment.” 

Another advantage, he said, is 
that weather conditions in the 
area allow production of a num- 
ber of species, especially tropical 
fruits, which cannot be cultivated 
in other parts of the country. 

Temperatures in the area dur- 
ing the day average 35 degrees 
Celsius during the day. By night, 
they fall to zero Celsius.

Kuwaiti island resort 
thrives at war’s edge

FA1LAKA, Kuwait — Scores of 
Kuwaiti families dainber into fer- 
ry boats and hydrofoils eve 
weekend and head into the 
to get away from it all — on an 
island barely 50 kilometres from 
the I ran- Iraq warfront. 

The ground shakes and win- 
dows rattle at times of heavy 
shelling. Fiery white-and-recl 
flashes from missile volleys light 
up the night sky. 

Bui Faifaka thrives as a haven 
of calm. Its dean sand beaches, 
Greek and Bronze Age ruins and 
traditional lifestyle attract many 
thousands of visitors. 

“After seven years, we're used 
to the war,” said Adel Ghaith, 
director of the Failaka tourist 
resort whose 472 chalets opened 
months before the war started in 
September 1980. 

Early last month on the last 
weekend of summer, late-night 
revelries were interrupted by a 


particularly stunning firework. A 
1,000-pound Silkworm missile 
whooshed 50 metres over the 
chalets on its way to Kuwait 
where it hit sand three km from a 
major oil refinery. 

Two nights earlier, a missile 
exploded in the sea just off Faila- 
ka, 13 miles from foe mainland. 
Kuwait says foe missiles were 


fired by Iran from foe occupied 
Iraqi raw peninsula. 

Ghaith said foe war had not 


dampened business, perhaps be-' 
cause the peak summer season is 
foe quietest on the waifront. 
With temperatures exceeding 50 
degrees centigrade, foe fighting 
eases off. 

But even last January at the 
height of a major Iranian offen- 
sive against Iraq's second city of 
Basra, 100 km away, Kuwaitis 
flocked to Failaka for their mid- 
year school break. 

Residents recall how a missile 
at the time struck a remote part 
of the island, narrowly missing a 
car foil of young men on a late- 
night drive. 

Kuwait has been increasingly 
sucked into the war as Iran retali- 
ates for the emirate's support for 
Iraq. But there have toen no 
Kuwaiti casualties and few 
Kuwaitis have changed their 
livestyles because of it. 

“The war doesn’t bother us," 
said Fadhil A1 Fudhil, who was 
spending the day with 15 mem- 
bers of his family by the salt- 


water swimming pool. “Last 
weekend there was a big bang, 
but no one took much notice.*’ 

Alexander foe Great visited 
Failaka in 323 BC and found 
dense woods, sweet water and 
wild goats. He named it Icarus 
and ordered construction of a 
fortress, a temple and a military 
camp. 

Failaka's fine natural ports 
made it a stopover for ships 
plying the Gulf as early as foe 
Bronze Age 2,500 years before 
Christ. 

Archaeological digs in the 
1960s unearthed an advanced set- 
tlement contemporaneous with 
the Dilmun civilisation of 
Bahrain. Two Ionic columns 
mark the site of a Greek temple 
to foe goddess Artemis, while a 
museum houses pottery, coins 
and statues dating back lour mil- 
lennia. 

Today a village of 3.500 people 
enjoys modern roads, schools, 
supermarkets and desalinated 
water piped in from Kuwait, all 
made possible by foe emirate's 
1970s oil boom. 

But while Kuwait is a noisy 
metropolis of freeways, speeding 
cars and fast food 'restaurants' - . 
Failaka retains a flavour of the 
old life. 

Old men gather at foe fisher- 
men’s diwaniya, an informal open 
house beside foe port, for sweet 
tea and gossip about every islan- 
der’s passion — fishing. 

Mud brick houses of foe pre-oil 
era are still in use beside modern 
villas and often provide die back- 
drop for Kuwaiti films and TV 
serials. 

It is not uncommon to see 
father and son seated in front of 
their homes mending fishing mets 
in the way their ancestors did 
hundreds of years ago. 

[slanders vaunt foe lack of 
crime and warmth of human con- 
tact. Youths bemoan the lack of 
jobs and things to do. But the 
community is tight-knit and an 
island boy will almost certainly 
marry a Failakawiya. 

Ghaith said business was down 
this summer because of bad 
weather and competition from a 
newly-opened resort at Khiran on 
the mainland near foe Saudi 
border. 

Bui he hoped to attract visitors 
from other Gulf states such as 
Bahrain and Saudi Arabia. War 
or no war, he said, “we want to 
make next year a record year.”

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World Cup Cricket begins today 

Pakistan favourites against Sri Lanka in opening of 8-nation championships

HYDERABAD, P akistan — Pakistan start firm 
favourites against Sri Lanka in Thursday’s opening 
match of the World Cup Cricket tournament, held 
amid tight security in Hyderabad. 


A sell-out crowd of 15,000 
should see plenty of runs on a 
lush green wicket, according to 
groundsman Abdul Aziz, though 
there are some dare patches on 
one side of the outfield. 

Pakistan have won 13 of their 
17 one-day internationals against 
Sri Lanka and Imran Khan’s team 
are confident of adding to the 
total at Hyderabad's Niaz Sta- 
dium. 

They will be looking to exploit 
Sri Lanka's main weakness, a 
lack of bowling power. Asantha 
de Mel, the most successful Sri 
Lankan bowler in the 1983 World 
Cup, is not as sharp as four years 
ago. 

On the batting front, the Sri 
Lankans will lean heavily, as 
often before, on hard-hitting cap- 
tain Duleep Mendis, one of only 
five men in the eight-nation 
tournament to have played in all 
four world cups. 


But Mendis will have been 
alarmed bv an initial batting 
slump which saw Sri Lanka strug- 
gling at 20 for three. 

Pakistan, one of the favourites 
to reach the Nov. 8 final, have the 
stronger line-up on paper and a 
much better record m the com- 
petition. In Imran, Wasim 
Akram and Salim Jaffer they 
boast a formidable peace attack. 

But Imran will be well aware 
that Sri Lanka are capable of 


surprises. They beat India by 47 
runs in the 1979 tournament and 


Mendis warmed ujj on Monday 


by hitting 80 from 89 balls as he 
steered his team to victory over a 
Pakistani invitation XI in a prac- 
tice match. Young opener Bren- 
don Kuruppu made 67. 


a strong New Zealand side by 
three wickets four years later. 

The match, the first of 27 in 
Pakistan and India, will be 
attended by Pakistani Prime 
Minister Mohammad Khan June- 
jo after he inaugurates improve- 
ments to the stadium. 

Hyderabad was bubbling with 
cricket fever and local author- 
ities, aware of its history of ethnic 
rioting, were taking no chances 
with security. 

Two thousand, extra police 
have been drafted into the city, 
the biggest in the southern pro- 
vince of Sind after Karachi, and 


security was tight around the sta- 
dium itself. 

“Cricket for Peace” is the offi- 
cial motto for the World Cup 
tournament. 

On the eve of the fixture, first 
in the eight-nation cup, the entire 
area around the stadium had 
been cordoned off by police, 
plain-dothes officers and para- 
military security units. 

Prime Minister Junejo is due to 
be guest of honour at the match, 
formally opening a new $200,000 
pavilion for VIPs and the players. 

Police said they would not 
allow into the ground flags, ban- 
ners, firecrackers, bottles, glasses 
or other objects which could be 
used as missiles. 

Spectators will be searched on 
entry and security cameras have 
been installed to spot any trou- 
ble-makers. Unlike in England 
and Australia, alcohol is not a 
problem in strictly Muslim Pakis- 
tan, where it is illegal and against 
religious principles. 

Outside the stadium municipal 
fire engines sprayed trees with 
water to give them a fresh look at 
the end of one of the driest 
summers in recent years. 

Armed police patrolled the 
streets to prevent any recurrence 
of the clashes between rival 
Mohajir and Pasbtun communi- 
ties over the past year. 

A curfew was imposed on the 
city and scores of activists 
arrested in late August after the

latest outbreak of ethnic blood- 
letting spread from Karachi. 

At least eight people were kil- 
led in Hyderabad and dozens 
wounded as activists attacked 
each other and set alight shops 
and vehicles. 

The Mohajirs (refugees), Mus- 
lims who migrated from other 
parts of India at partition in 1947, 
nave mounted a campaign against 
alleged discrimination m several 
southern cities. 

They have a large community 
in Hyderabad and frequently 
come into conflict with the Pash- 
tuns. migrants from north-west- 
ern Pakistan.

development projects in Iraq will 
be exempted from all taxes and 
duties under a decision taken by 
the Revolution Command Coun- 
cil (RCC). 

The decision, which will apply 
to contracts signed after the 
adoption of the measure, stipu- 
lates that the non-Iraqi em- 
ployees working for these com- 
panies will also be exempted from 
income tax. 

The move is part of a govern- 
ment plan to encourage foreign 
investment. 


Survey shows bankers taking 
gloomier view of world credit 


NEW YORK (AP) - Bankers 
are taking a gloomier view of the 
world debt situation than they 
were six months ago, according to 
a survey by an American business 
magazine. 

In a survey of 109 nations. 
Institutional Investor found that 
the average country's credit rat- 
ing in September 'had dropped 
considerably from a similar sur- 
vey last March, and even more 
from a year ago. 

Every six months, the monthly 
magazine asks about 100 interna- 
tional banks to rate the credit- 
worthiness of the 109 nations on a 
scale 0 to 100. In the magazine's 
September issue, Japan ranked 
first with a score of 95.4, and 
North Korea 109th with 4.3. 

The global average rating was 
39.3, down 0.7 points from last 
March and down 1.2 points from 
September 1986. 

Countries with higher ratings 
generally find it easier to borrow 
from the banks and are likely to 
get better terms on loans. 

Since last March only two 
countries — the Philippines and 
East Germany — gained a full 
point or more, while the ratings 
of 34 countries declined by at 
least a point. 

The biggest losers were Brazil, 
down 3.8 to 31.7. Australia, 
down 3.5 to 72.9, and Gabon, 
down 3.4 to 34.5. 

Institutional Investor notes 
that every region of the world 
suffered a decline, because of “a 
common malaise among len- 
ders." 

Third World nations alone owe 
more than $1 trillion (million- 
million), and the banks “are 
looking more carefully at what 
they're doing abroad," according 
to a banker quoted by the maga- 
zine. 

The biggest regional loser was 
North America, which dropped 


1.1. points to 89.2. “largely be- 
cause the United States fell l.b 
points." The $240 billion U.S. 
foreign debt is worrying bankers. 

In the Asia-Pacific region, the 
credit ratings of Australia and 
New Zealand dropped sharply, to 
72.9 and 65.5 respectively. One 
banker told the magazine “both 
benefited for a long time from the 
fallacious notion that English- 
speaking white countries were 
sure things in the debt-risk de- 
partment, but suddenly we... saw 
that they were both on the way to 
becoming banana republics." 

The Philippines gained 1.2 for 
a ratine of 23.3. One banker cited 
its “solid record of monetary and 
fiscal management in the' last 
half-year." 

The second-largest decline 
since last March was in Africa, 
where the average country rating 
dropped 0.9 to 19.6. South Afri- 
ca. “which had led every list of 
losers in recent surveys, reg- 
istered only a 1.5 point drop this 
time." 

South Africa now ranks fifth in 
creditworthiness in Africa, with 
31.3. Algeria, number one, drop- 
ped 2.0 points to 4.S. 

In Latin America, Brazil led 
the list of the world's losers with a 
decline of 3.8 points, "dragging 
down the entire region." Brazil's 
rating is 31.7. However. Latin 
America still slightly outranks 
Africa with an average 21.2 
rating. 

In Western Europe, Switzer- 
land “took a puzzling drop" of

Leading Soviet economist 
urges market competition 


MOSCOW (R) — A leading 
Soviet economist on Tuesday 
urged the introduction of com- 
petition to the country’s socialist 
economy as state monopolies 
were failing to provide the mar- 
ket with adequate goods and ser- 
vices. 

Mr. Leonid Abalkin, head of 
the Soviet Economics Institute, 
told the trade union newspaper 
Trud that competition would be 
consistent with socialism if firms 
spumed the profit motive and 
competed for the good of society. 

Extreme economic centralisa- 
tion has led to monopolistic ten- 
dencies, that is, to a situation in 
which in many cases we have a 
e supplier of goods, a single 
ly handling research and con- 
struction in a given sphere, etc," 
he said. 

Mr. Abalkin said this had led 
to a decline in quality, and used 
the Soviet shoe industry as an 
example. 

“Today we produce as many 
leather shoes as the United 
States, West Germany, England 
and France taken together. But 
it's impossible to choose a good 




pair in a shop," he said. 

Mr. Abalkin said a good start- 
ing point would be competition 
between state firms and non-state 
cooperatives. 

He said consumers presented 
with a choice would buy the best 
;oods, ensuring profitability for 
\e producer. 

Turning to price increases for 
basic goods due to be introduced 
from 1990, Mr. Abalkin said state 
subsidies in feet benefitted well- 
to-do families at the expense of 
the low-paid. 

He safd the Soviet Union pro- 
duced enough meat for each per- 
son to receive 62 kilogrammes 
annually, but research showed 
that families with high incomes 
bought 90 kilogrammes a person 
and those with Tow incomes much 
less. 

This meant that if the state 
contributed two roubles to the 
production of each kilogramme 
of meat, a well-off family effec- 
tively received a subsidy of 180 
roubles per person, three times as 
much as others in the low-paid 
bracket, he said. 


Iran, USSR 
agree to form 
shipping line 

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Iran 
said Tuesday it has reached an 
agreement in principle with the 
Soviet Union to set up a joint 
shipping line on the Caspian Sea. 

Transport Minister Moham- 
mad Saeedi-Kya said the ships 
would sail between the Iranian 
ports of Bandar Anzali and Now- 
shahr to Baku in the Soviet 
Union. 

The official Islamic Republic 
News Agency, monitored in 
Nicosia, quoted him as saying two 
Iranian cargo ships would pry the 
route. It did not say when die line 
would begin to function. 

Moscow and Tehran, after 
years of strained relations, have 
in recent months held economic 
cooperation talks in Tehran and 
Moscow. The shipping line was 
one of several projects mooted 
then. . 

. •: In .addition to the fine,., the 
Soviets are sending te chnicians to 
Iran to help complete a steel mill 
and a power station. The two 
nations also arc discussing a 
possible rail link. 

Relations between Tehran and 
Moscow worsened after the 1979 
Islamic revolution, a crackdown 
on the pro-Soviet communist 
Tudeh Party and the Soviet inva- 
sion of neighbouring Afgha- 
nistan. 

The improvement in ties began 
last year at a time when Iran was 
emerging from a post-revolution 
isolation, and apparently was 
partly promted by a desire to find 
a counterweight to the United 
States. 

Iran also has resumed sales of 
natural gas to its huge northern 
neighbour, and also stands to 
gain economically from the ship- 
ping and other proposed deals. 
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U.S. Congress 
bans all imports 
from Iran 

WASHINGTON (R) — An embargo on Imports 
from Iran, including oil, was approved by both 
houses of the U.S. Congress in a bid to put 
America’s economic policy in line with its military 
posture in the Gulf. 


The Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives approved separate 
bills on Tuesday calling for a total 
embargo of Iranian goods. Con- 
ferees from the two bouses must 
agree a single version of the bill, 
which could be sent to President 
Reagan this week. 

Tfie White House has said it is 
sympathetic to the embargo leg- 
islation but must study the hilt's 
implications before announcing a 
position on it. L’.S. officials have 
said it would be very difficult to 
enforce an embargo'. 

Both the House and Senate 
measures would bar all Iranian 
goods but would allow President 
Reagan to delay the embargo tor 
up to 180 days if he felt it was in 
U.S. interests to do so. 

U.S. imports of oil and other 
Iranian products, such as textiles 
and pistachio nuts, have averaged 
about S600 million annually' in 
recent years. 

This vear, however, the United 
States has already purchased ab- 
out S700 million in crude oil from 
Iran. The highest import level 
came in July, the month U.S. 
protection of Kuwaiti tankers 
from Iranian attack in the Gulf 
began. Iran is not ordinarily a top 
exporter of oil to the United 
Slates but in July was second only 
to Nigeria. 

Some legislators and indepen- 
dent experts said a U.S. embargo 
on Iranian oil would have little 
impact on Iran because Tehran 
could sell its inexpensive oil else- 
where and the United States 
would have to purchase higher- 


priced petroleum, resulting in 
a minor rise in U.S. oil prices. 

"It means something symboli- 
cally but I don't believe' it is a 
solution to our problems." said 
House Speaker Jim Wright. 

But other legislators, including 
Democrats who oppose the U.S. 
protection operation in the Gulf, 
said it was important to send Iran 
a message that it was not "busi- 
ness as usual" as long as Tehran 
refused to negotiate an end to its 
seven-year war with Iraq and 
caused hostilities in the 
waterwax. 

About 50 U.S. warships have 
been sent to the Gulf in the last 
few months to protect 1 1 Kuwaiti 
tankers firing the American flag. 

Iran sees' the U.S. military 
build-up and Washington's sup- 
port lor Kuwait, a backer of Iraq, 
as provocations. 

Iran has not staged any oven 
attacks on U.S. forces but has 
been accused by the United 
States of laying mines in Gulf 
waters. U.S. forces recently 
attacked and seized an Iranian 
ship which Washington said was 
laying mines. 

The Senate is expected to con- 
sider a bill soon, possibly this 
week, to force President Reagan 
to invoke the 1973 war powers 
act, which could result in a pull- 
out of U.S. forces from the 
Gulf. The measure is expected to 
be defeated. 

There is more Senate support 
to limit the U.S. protection op- 
eration to 90 days.

LONDON (R) — Share prices 
around the world tumbled on 
Wednesday after Wall Street's 
record one-day drop the day be- 
fore. The dollar also- slid ? while 
gold firmed slightly. 

Despite the stock market falls, 
dealers said most investors re- 
mained calm in the face of 
mounting concern that inflation 
and interest rates around the 
world are set to rise. These were 
the worrying factors that set off 
the 91. 55-point fell in the Dow 
Jones industrial average on Tues- 
day to 2,548.63. 

In one market. Hong Kong, 
investors decided an initial sefi- 
off meant there were bargains to 
had. Their buying sent the Hang 
Seng index up nearlv 27 points to 
3,936. 

In most markets, however, 
dealers shared the view of the 
Frankfurt broker who said: 
“There are few incentives for 
fresh activity." 

The dollar fell more than one 
pfennig and one yen on Wednes- 


day. to touch a morning low of 
1.8225 West German marks and 
145.35 Japanese yen. The price of 
gold was 55 cents an ounce higher 
at the London morning fix on 
Wednesday at $458.55. . . 

In London, the 100-share 
Financial Times Stock Exchange 
index opened 20.8 points lower at 
2,347.1. Tokyo's 225-share nikkei 
index closed 136.7 points lower at 
25,952.27, and Sydney's all-ordi- 
naries index dropped '29.7 points 
to 2.217.2. 

In Paris, not even a slight drop 
in interest rates lifted the gloom. 
One dealer predicted: "We could 
see the bourse indicator drop by 
two per cent today." 

Generally, dealers and inves- 
tors expect interest rates around 
the world to rise as central bank- 
ers — especially in the United 
States — move io cool off over- 
heating economies before big- 
borrowing. free-spending con- 
sumers set off a new round of 
inflation.

SEOUL (R) — A North Korean 
warship sank a South Korean 
trawler in international waters on 
Wednesday and only one of the 
13 crew was rescued. South 
Korea said. 

South Korea's national fisher- 
ies administration said a northern 
navy ship suddenly opened fire 
on the trawler on the western side 
of the Korean Peninsula. 

The south dispatched warships 
to the scene but managed to 
rescue only one fisherman. The

Suspicion shifts to injured 
uncle of slain teenager in 
multiple murder case 


MARSHFIELD, Missouri fAP) 
— Police investigating the ktuings 


of seven members of a rural 
family turned their suspicion 
from a slain boy to his wounded 
unde after learning that tbe vic- 
tim was left-handed while the 
murder weapon was found in his 
right hand, officials said Tuesday. 

A Missouri highway patrol in- 
vestigator said the uncle, James 
E. Schnick, admitted during a 
two-hour interrogation Monday 
that he was responsible for the 
shootings on the morning of Sept. 

“As for as I’m concerned, it’s a 
confession,” Sergeant Tom Mar- 
tin said. “He told us he did it.” 

Schnick, 36, was taken to court 
Tuesday on charges that he mur- 
dered his wife and six other rela- 
tives. 

Schnick shook while he stood 
on crutches before Webster 
County Associated Circuit Judge 
Daniel Max Knust, but quietly 
answered “Yes, sir,” when the 
judge asked if he understood the 
seven first degree-murder charges 
filed against him Monday. 

Earlier, Schnick had" claimed 
that he killed his nephew, Kirk 
Buckner, in a struggle after. the 
youth killed Schnic^s wife, Julie, 
30. The Schnicks’ two children 
were unharmed. 

Deputies then went to the 
Buckner farm, about eight 
kilometres away, and found the 
bodies of Kirk’s mother, Jeanet- 
te, and three brothers, Dennis, 8, 


Timmy, 6, and Michael, 2. Later, 
Kirk’s father, Steve Buckner, 
Mrs. Schnick’s brother, was 
found dead along a road between 
the two farms. 

Schnick was wounded, and 
dice found a gun in Kirk’s right 


Officials said Tuesday that 
suspicion turned from Kirk to his 


uncle after they learned that 
Sch nick's wounds were minor. 


and that the teenager was left-' 
handed. 

Schnick was .hospitalised for 
four days after the shootings. 
Fraker said the first real indica- 
tion that he might be a suspect 
came when officials found out 
more about the gunshot wounds 
be suffered. 

“His wounds were not nearly 
as serious as we were led to 
believe," said Webster County 
Sheriff Eugene Fraker at a news 
conference. "At the time we 
thought they were life-thre- 
atening.” 

Fraker said an abdominal 


wound was superficial, but a leg 
wound caused swelling that re- 


sulted in Schnick being shoeless 
and on crutches in court. 

Webster County prosecutor 
Don Cheever said at the news 
conference that it was possible 
Schnick's wounds were self-in- 
flicted. 

Cheever and Fraker would not 
give details on the events sur- 
rounding the shootings. They said 
they had solid information on a 
motive but would not discuss it. 
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China advises foreigners

PEKING (R) — China said fore- 
igners should keep out of Tibet 
because of the risk of more unrest 
after last week’s violence, but 
there were no immediate reports 
of unrest on Wednesday despite a 
forecast of separatist protests.

Pakistan hands over seized

ISLAMABAD (AP) — Pakistan 
handed over six Soviet airmen to 
the Soviet embassy on Tuesday 
night after they were captured 
with their helicopters in Pakistani 
territory. 

A Foreign Ministry official 
■showed the two pilots, two co- 
pilots and two mechanics to re- 
porters and said Islamabad be- 
lieved the Soviets’ account that 
they crossed the border by mis- 
take. 

The official refused to com- 
ment on allegations that the 
Soviets had spying on Pakistani 
forces who have fought with Indi- 
an troops in the disputed Kashmir 
province. 

All six, identified as members 
of the 2177th KGB Army Guards 
Brigade, appeared at the Foreign 
Ministry dad in olive drab fati- 
gues, stripped of insignias. They 
looked dirty and tired. 

The six were turned over to 
Soviet Ambassador Abdul Rah- 
man Vazirov, who accompanied 
them in a motorcade to the closed 
Moscow embassy compound. 


The Soviet embassy in Islama- 
bad first denied any knowledge of 
the helicopter episode, then re- 
fused comment, after the news 
conference Tuesday night.
